PENDING REFERENDUM». 
Two referendum« on pending bill« 
■re in pro«pect 
One of them Is the 
civil service measure and the other 
If the bill which ha« Just passed the 
house proposing to permit the state 
jrabltc utilities oommlssJan to u»e It* 
own discretion 1n malting physical 
valuations of public utilities compan­ 
ies. The referendum« will tie up the 
operation of both measures until the 
people Shall be given a right to vote 
■pon them nett ftll. 
And It is being 
hinted that other measures also are 
threatened with submission to popul- 
U review, although the two mtntion 
«d are the only ones now fairly cer 
tain of such a submission. 
The agitation over the utilities val­ 
uation proposal Is the latest in the 
■ssentbljr and it is causing flurries of 
■xcltement. 
Essentially it represents 
• fight between city councils of rauni 
dpallties which are having trouble 
With the regulation of rates charged 
fcy public service concerns and the 
concerns themselves. 
The city coun­ 
cils for the most part are against the 
pending proposal on the ground that 
tt leaves too much discretion with 
the state commission. 
At present when a city council has 
trouble with a public service company 
«ver the charges for the latter’s serv­ 
ice to the people, (he council appeals 
to the state commission for a physical 
valuation of the company’s property, 
■r sometimes, and much more rarely, 
the company Itself appeals. The aim 
Of the council is to have determined 
the actual or physical valuation of the 
property which furnished the service 
In order that it may be cstaldlshed 
Whether pending rates for services 
are justiiied or unjustified by the prop­ 
erty valuation involved. 
Usually council passes a lower rate 
than the companies are willing to sell 
their service for aud the companies 
appeal to the commission. 
The city 
then comeg ba<k with a request for 
a physical valuation of the company’s 
property In the hope of showing that 
the lower rate is not confiscatory. 
How enters the application of the pro­ 
posed new law. 
Up until this time, 
whenever a city made such a request 
Of a valuation, the state public utili- 
tiea commission has been compelled 
to make the valuation at the earliest 
possible moment 
Under the new pro­ 
posal the commission has the right 
to use its own discretion nndit may 
•ven refuse to make the valuation al­ 
together, if n wants to. 
The 
principal 
complaint 
against 
the proposal is that it puts up the 
bars against a big movement to com­ 
pel the physical valuation of utilities 
and thus to squeeze out their water,’* 
On the other hand the defenders of 
the measure argue that the compul­ 
sory system of valuation is wasteful].! 
expensive 
Meantime interest in the fight is 
growing hourly keener. 
The hill It­ 
self is now before the senate, having 
pass«>d the house by a vot« of 82 to 
19.
